Dentists have been given a com- 
missioned rank in the army. At. 
each military post in the I'niled 
States there is now a dentist who 
holds rank as a first lieutenant. 
The innovation was received with a 
good deal of suspicion and disfavor 
in the army, for military men are 
conservative to a degree Never- 
theless, the government recognized 
that private soldiers have teeth, like 
everybody elsft, and that these teeth 

sometimes need professional at- 
tention. 

Line officers were reconciled to the 
situation when they discovered they 
would no longer be duped by the 
soldiers obtaining permits to be 
absent, from camp for a day or two 
at a time under pretense of going 
into town to consult a dentist. 

When a dentist is stationed at Ihe 

post it is found that the condition of 

the teeth of the men improved 
amasingly. 

'The dentists are not fully com- 
missioned officers, as, instead of a 
commission, they have a contract 
with the government to act as den- 
tists to the troops, with rank as tirsl 
lieutenants 'The distinction is 
vague to the civilian mind, hot Ihe 
army officers appreciate it and look 
lo it carefully that the dentist does 
not exceed his prerogatives

Rey. Whihlin himself is speech- 
less and without hearing, but in the 
language which nature first teaches 
the human being, that of signs and 
gestures, lie is eloquent and full of 
expression. As he compressed his 
biow at wrong, or his countenance 
beamed wild happiness, all that he 
felt was imparted to his congrega- 
tion as wholly as if it had been con- 
veyed through words to unafflioted 
ears. 

Prayers and hymns and a sermon 
went up to God, and not a sound 
was uttered. The thoughts were 
carried by supplication. Hands 
and eyes and faces said more than 
words, for speech would have been 
feeble among them. Like an in- 
fant holding outstretched arms to 
its mother for help, they stood 
the holy place and looked up 
their Maker. 

'The sermon was not spelled 
the mute alphabet of the hand, 
was delivered in signs and sweeping 
gestures that went to Heir minds 
too last to be followed hj Ihe swift- 
est writer of shorthand. One sign 
embraced a whole phrase, and still 
another would come liefore the lips 
could form one word of Hie fust, 
Every eye followed the minister's 
Itil gestures with a keen de- 
light and sparkled like diamonds 
under a brilliant light in the effort 
to catch the thought expressed. 

Among the congregation were 
beings ranging from infancy to old 
age. A little baby cried, but its 
wailing never reached the ears of 
the mother and father. None turn- 
ed to look, for the ciy of distress 
reached them. All were 

eagerly watching the minister old 
women, bent and wrinkled, and 
far past the three score mark and 
leu, bowed their heads in approval, 
or nudged each other, as some sim- 
ple truth yvas brought home lo 
them. 

It was n happy gathering. They 
do not meet often, and when they 
do. a longing, Itugerlng look passes 
between them before they part. 
For an hour or mote after the 
services were over they stood in 
groups and chatted in their speech- 
way yvilh joy and smiles that 
well might be envied. 

Similai services will be held at 
St Paul's Episcopal Church re 
gularly every three months. 'This 
kind and loving plan is the work of 
Circle iii the Church called 
"Friends of the Silent" Much 
praise and many thanks do the no- 
ble men and women of that circle 
deserve for bringing about such 
services and meetings for these 
children of Ihe soundless, speechless 
world

The negro laborers in diamond 
mines in South Africa bring to the 
surface great tubfuls of hard earth 
which contains rough diamonds and 
other large mineral substaat 
The earth it dried and softened 
in the air and then shoveled into 
washing maohines, where the dirt 
is separated from Hie minerals. 
Then, until recently, it was ne- 
cessary for laborers to go over the 
minerals and pick out rough 
diamonds with the hand. 

'This yvas a slow process. Among 
the employes In the sorting room of 
one of the mines was a hoy^who 
about trying to discover a wa> 
separate the diamonds from the 
other stones more quickly and easily 
than by the slow process of hand 
picking. Ono day a rough diamond 
and a garnet happened to be on a 
small board on the bench where he 
was working. He picked up one 
end of the board when the garnet 
slipped off, but the diamond re- 
mained. 

Investigating, the. boy found that 
there was a coaling of grease on the 
board which retained the diamond, 
but allowed the garnet to slip 
Procnriog a wider board he cover- 
ed one side of it with grease and 
dumped a few handfuls of mixed 
minerals on it. Inclining the 
h ard shaking it a little all the 
minerals slid off excepting the dia- 
monds. He than invented a 
machine and invited the big dia- 
mond men to witness the new 
method The invention was an 
entire success, and the work of 
picking out the diamonds in all 
South African mines is now accom- 
plished by machinery, and the 
young inventor is rich.
